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1 . The response filed on March 21, 2005 has been entered. 

2. The replacement drawings were received on December 26, 2002. These drawings are 
unaccepted by the Examiner because Applicant does not comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b)(3) and 
MPEP 1413. For example. Applicant has not identified new Figs. 3 A and 3B as "New." In 
addition, since Applicant has cancelled original Fig, 3, however, Fig. 3 is not surrounded by 
brackets and identified as "Canceled." 

3. The drawings are objected to because the drawings fail to comply with 37 CFR 
1.173(b)(3) and MPEP 1413 supra. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 1 73(b)(3) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 

4. Claims 4-29 and 37-40 are allowed.
